THE OLYMPIC’S REPORT SAYS 
1,800 LIVES HAVE BEEN LOST 


New York, April! 5.—The text of the message 
from the steamer Olympic, reporting the sinking of the 
Titanic and the reseue of 675 survivors, which reached 
here late tonight, also expressed the opinion that 1,800 
lives were lost. 

“The loss is likely to total 1,800 souls,” the des- 
patch read in its coneluding sentence. It is hoped and 
believed here that this is an error, unless the Titanic 
had more passengers than was reported. 

The list as given out showed 1,310 passengers and 
a crew of 860, or 2,170 persons in all. Deducting 675, 
the known saved, would intail a loss of 1,499 persons. 

The Olympic’s despatch fdllows: “The Carpathia 
reached the Titanic’s position at daybreak and found 
boats and wreckage only. The Titanic sank about 
2.20 a.m. in 41.16 N.;.50.14 W.. All her boats are ac.

Provision 4s also been made for 
the construction of a Mne into the ir- 
rigation block, This branch will be 
commenced at Brooks, a point on the 
main line, between Calgary and Med- 
icine ‘Hat, and will run outnwest, 
through the irrigation block to the 
Bow river. Only 25 miles will be 
constructed ‘his year, but the steel 
will ultimately be carried into Taber, 
en the Medicine Hat-Lethbridge 
line, 

This line vill prove of the utmost 
benefit to the hundreds of settlers a)- 
ready located in the district, The Ca- 
nadian Pacific has arranged te bring 
out a large number of farmers frean 
the old country, who will take up their 
quarters in the irrigated area, and by 
the time that theif crop is harvestei 
they will be supplied with railroad fa- 
eitities to handle it.
